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The Minster is a cruciform church with^two choirs, 
four small towers and a lofty octagonal tower. It was 
formerly an archdeanery o'" St. Cassius and St. Florentius 
and traces its foundation to Constantine. The building, 
which dates frorh the 11 th and 13 th centuries, has been 
carefully restored (1865—9n), and contains many inter¬ 
esting memorials and ornaments. 
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
